Pour First Concrete For 
Great Irrigation Project 


MODESTO, Cal., Oct. 26.— Work of pouring concrete began 
today at the Don Pedro dam, which is to be the largest impound­ 
ing dam in the world. 
The immense concrete mixers and the concrete “gun” make 
it possible to “shoot” 800 cubic yards of concrete daily. 
The work is several weeks ahead of schedule. 
The dam 
site is 45 miles from here in Tuolumne county on the river of that 
name. 
Water impounded will be used to supply the Modesto and 
Turlock irrigation districts and will, it is estimated, double the 
value of agricultural products of Stanislaus county 
The dam will be completed in 1923. 
THe work on the big 
power plant which will take care of power for the districts for 
many years to come is proceeding coincident with the erection of 
the dam.

HARDING PUTS BAN 
ON USING NEGROES 
AS POLITICAL TOOL

BIRM ING HAM , Ala., Oct. 26.— 
The negro must 
be 
given 
a 
chance to make good, President 
Harding declared in 
a 
frank 
discussion of the race problems 
in the heart of the south today. 
The black man, he said, must 
be given political and economic 
equality as a matter of justice 
and national welfare. 
“Surely we shall gain nothing 
by blinking at the facts," Presi­ 
dent Harding said in 
bringing 
up the subject 
in 
his 
main 
speech at the Birmingham semi- , 
centennial celebration. 
Political and economic equal­ 
ity, he explained, does not mean 
social equality. 
On the 
other 
hand, he urged that both 
aides 
recognize the “absolute diverg­ 
ence on things social and rac­ 
ial.” 


Harding, in a rather startling 
fashion, protested against 
his 
own party’s use of the 
black 
man 
as 
a mere political tool 
and urged the negroes 
to vots 
either the Democratic or 
Re­ 
publican ticket on the merits of 
the two parties. 
"I plead with my own political 
party to lay aside every program 
that looks to lining up the black 
man as a mere 
political 
ad­ 
junct,” 
he 
said. 
The 
south 
should cease narrowing the ne­ 
gro's 
political rights, Harding 
added. 
The real menace 
he warned, 
lies in forcing political solidar­ 
ity on the negro. The negro, the 
president continued, should seek 
to be the best possible 
black 
man and not the best possible 
imitation of a white man. 
'Racial 
amalgamation 
there 
cannot be,” he declared.

Ann’s Inn at the Kiwanis club meet­ 
ing by Ben Dupuy. city engineer of 
Fullerton. 
Nut Neff, superintendent 
of road maintenance in Orange coun­ 
ty, 
was chairman 
of the meeting. 
"Problems of Orange county,” was 
Dupuy’s subject. 
Dupuy 
discussed 
the 
sewerage 
problem, dealing largely with exper-| 
iences in Fullerton. 
He declared 
that if the cities and sanitary engi­ 
neers make sewage treatm ent plants 
clean, keep them clean, and keep the 
water clear and free from odor, the 
sewage problems of Orange county 
would be easily solved.

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Tropical Fruit Like Melon 
But Tastes Better, Say 
Experts 
r 
NOT KNOWN IN COUNTY 


Only Two Trees Here; Can 
Grow Near La Habra and 
Yorba Linda 


Woald you like to be a wealthy 
fruit grower? 
Would you like 
to be nationally 
known because you introduced into 
this country 
a new 
“wrinkle" in 
fruit productions? 
Would you like to be the pioneer 
n an industry which has tremend­ 
ous possibilities both in the princi­ 
pal and its ramifications? 
Then grow papayas! 
H. E. W ahlberg, Orange 
county 
farm advisor, says that with a prop­ 
er introduction 
to the 
Am erican 
people, the 
papaya 
may 
becom e 
am ong the m ost papular of tropical 
fruits grown in California. 
Little known in this country, 
the 
papaya forms the chief part of the 
melon diet of residents of South and 
Central America, the Pacific islands 
and the Philippines. So far few at­ 
tempts have been made to cultivate 
this fruit for foreign exportation, al­ 
though in the Philippines the papaya 
during its season, is on almost ev­ 
ery American and European break­ 
fast table, ia dressed as a salad and 
utilized as a dinner desert and is 
eaten by a great many of the native 
population. A few of the fruit are 
exported to China and Japan, 
but 
no efforts have been made toward 
consistent exportation. 
Two In County 
There are two known papaya trees 
flourishing in Orange county. 
One 
of these is in the yard of the resi­ 
dence of J. G. I^auner. 
La Habra, 
and the other at the home of E. E. 
Knight, at Yorba Linda. One 
tree, 
believed to be a papaya specimen, 
is growing 
on the Taft ranch 
on 
North Tustin avenue, a short 
dis­ 
tance north of Orange. 
Mr. Wahlberg said today: 
“There has never been any 
de­ 
mand for papayas, although a 
few 
have been placed on exhibition 
at 
the Huntington fair and these have 
aroused some comments and a 
few 
inquiries. They occupy exactly the 
same status ag the avocado did a 
few months ago. The people 
know 
nothing of the fruit and consequent­ 
ly there can be no demand. 
“The Avocado association is start­ 
ing a campaign to push forward its 
frnit and this method could be fol­ 
lowed in introducing the papaya to 
local consumers and growers. 
“Papayas can be grown on Lemon 
Heights and in portions of 
Yorba 
Linda and La Habra. 
There they 
would be above the frost belt and 
protected from sudden chill. 
The 
fruit needs a fairly good soil, but It 
flourishes In poor ground. 
No Importation 
‘T here have been no importations 
of papayas 
into this part of 
the 
country as far 
as 
I know, but 
I 
know it could be grown successfully 
—which is profitably.” 
Scientifically, the papaya is known 
as carlca papaya. 
The 
tree is of 
palm-like appearance, crowned with 
long petioled palmately seven-lobed 
leaves and clusters of yellow flow­ 
ers. The fruit is oblong, green and 
has a yellow pulpy flesh and a thick 
rind. It is eaten raw, bolled as a 
vegetable, pickled or preserved. 
At first taste the fruit has an odd 
flavor, but as one grows accustomed 
to the melon this oddity adds to the 
relish. Most Americans residing In 
tropical countries 
where the fruit 
abounds vastly prefer It to Ameri­ 
can melons. 
Papaya forms a staple article of 
diet in Hawaii and residents travel­ 
ing to the Orient have been known 
to take with them whole cases of 
the fruit.

Powell, accompanied by the heads 
of several departments of the ex­ 
change, visited every manufacturing 
and agricultural center in the Unit­

Upsetting the carefully laid plans 
of the growers and halting the work 
of fumigation crews is something in 
which this particular Lord o’ the 
Mist seems to glory. 
In fact, growers declare, weather 
conditions are worse than at any 
other time during the last decade 
and the work of fumigating Orange 
county citrus groves is practically 
at a standstill. 
Only about one- 
fourth of the work has been accom­ 
plished. 
Deputy HorticulturaJ Commission­ 
er George W. Sloop explains this. 
Fogs and the consequent atmosphe­ 
ric density cause the 
fumigating 
tents to tighten, closing the “pores” 
of the fabric, he says. 
When this 
occurs an overcharge of fumigating 
gas may result and the leaves and 
fruit of the trees may be burned. 
At this time last year, says Sloop, 
one-half of the work of eradicating 
stales had been completed. 
This 
year’s unreliable weather has re­ 
sulted in numerous delays and 75 
per cent of the work remains unfin­ 
ished. 
Some idea of the magnitude of 
the task confronting citrus growers 
may be gained when it is considered 
that once a year every tree in every 
grove in the county mast be covered 
with a tent, treated with a “shot” 
of gas and allowed to remain cover­ 
ed for an hour.

Concerning Working Conditions 
In San Quentin State Prison 


Dr. R. A. Cushman. 
Santa* Ana, California. 
D ear Sir: 
At three different sessions of the 
legislature, I have introduced and ad­ 
vocated legislation to provide for 
plan of paym ent of earnings to pris­ 
oners. 
From this you will under­ 
stand th at if Mr. Booth carries out 
his announced policy to present the 
m atter to the legislature, he will not 
be doing anything new or original. 
The W arden MisQuoted 
In 
your 
letter 
describing 
Mr. 
Booth’s talk, you quote him as say­ 
ing th at I told him, “Oh, for some 
work for these men. 
I have had 
them carr^ d irt in a bucket from 
one pile to another, and then return 
it to the original pile,” and all be­ 
cause I had nothing else for them 
to do to keep them from idleness. 
I 
know Mr. Booth and I esteem him. 
He is a splendid speaker with the 
oratorical powers of the crusader, 
but I am afraid when he gets going 
in his very 
laudable 
purpose of 
arousing interest in the prison, he 
forgets facts and draw s som ew hat 
on his im agihation. 
N ever a t any 
tim e have I ever used the language 
quoted above and attributed to me 
by Mr. Booth. Not only have I not 
said the above but I 
haven’t 
said 
anything like it. and it is not true 
in form or in substance. 
A Many Sided Q uestion 
Now as to your questions, Til do 
my best to ‘answ er them , though of 
course I m ust say to you as I have 
said to others, th a t the prison labo* 
problem is a many-sided one about 
which books have been w ritten, and 
I cannot hope to cover it all in a let- 
ter, li<ut I will answ er directly all of 
your questions on which I have or 
can secure exact Inform ation. 
One-Third Married Men 
F irst you ask m e about w hat per­ 
centage of the Inm ates are heads of 
fam ilies th a t are d estitute because 
of th eir incarceration. 
I cannot 
tell you the num ber of fam ilies left 
destitute. 
The n earest I could oome 
to it is to give you the percentage of 
m arried men, which taken from vari- 
ous tables of statistics of varietal 
departm ents show s a little less than 
one third of the inm ates to be m ar­ 
ried. 
• 
Out of approxim ately 
one third 
m arried m en, some leave wives and 
others wives and children In desti­ 
tu te circum stances, and 
In 
other 
cases they were separated or not 
supporting th eir fam ilies before im ­ 
prisonm ent ; hut exact figures on th is 
subject cannot be given w ithout a 
survey especially m ade not only a t 
the prison hut in the Held,—th at is, 
in tho com m unities w here the fami 
lies live. 
Prisoner*’ Earning Capacity 
Your next question as to w hat per 
c en tares are five-dollars-a-day men 
th at w ere regular w orkers a t this 
wage before im prisonm ent, is too dif­ 
ficult for me to answ er. If you speak 
of five-dollars-a-day m en during w ar 
period it ta one thing, and if you 
•speak of five-dollars-a-day 
m en of 
pre-w ar period 
or at the 
present 
tim e, then there are not m any five- 
dollars-a-day m en in prison, though 
it is a fact of course th at there are 
men in prison who 
earned th at 
am ount and m ore before im prison­ 
m ent and who are capable of earn­ 
ing that again upon th eir release 
from prison. 
Of the 1048 prisoners 
received in the fiscal >ear from July 
I sl 1919, to June SO, 1930, there were 
registered 93 different occupations 
—everything from accountant to ac­ 
tor, broker to barber, cook to clergy, 
m an, plum ber to photographer, sales­ 
m an to sailor. 
The g reatest num. 
ber were laborers, 240. 
Recapitula­ 
ting, we find laborers 
240, 
profes­ 
sions 32, m echanical trades 199, oth­ 
er trad es and occupations 577. 
About Furniture Factory 
Your next question, why was the 
m anufacture of furniture stopped a 
few years since? 
I m ust 
gay 
the 
m anufacture of furniture 
was 
not 
stopped a few years since. 
In fact 
It was only begun a few years since, 
and has been going steadily ahead 
and considerable progress bas been 
made in training the men ?nd devel­ 
oping the factory, and we have more 
orders in hand and m ore work on the 
floor now than ever before. W e m ake 
furniture for other 
state 
institu- 
tions and subdivisions of ihe state 
governm ent. 
W e received legisla­ 
tive perm ission for this m anufacture 
of furniture in. 1911, but we did not 
secure the cap fu l fund appropria­ 
tion until 1915. 
Since thai tim e we 
have gradually developed the factory. 
Right now we are giving it more 
room, putting in new m achinery and 
have m ore orders than a t any previ­ 
ous tim e .. 
Jute Mill Product 
Next you ask mc w hat is the av, 
erase output value per year of the 
w orkers in the Jute m ill and quar­ 
ries- 
W e do not sell any of the pro. 
ducts of our quarry, which produces 
rock only for our own 
road 
work. 
T he big prison quarries are at the 
other prison at Folsom. 
We have a 
M e mill in which we make grain 
bags which are sold to the fan n ers 
of the state, and under the socalled | 
S tate Use 
Plan, we 
m rnufocture 
furniture, flags, clothing, shoes, tin- 
ware, for the lute of other state in­ 
stitutions and subdivisions of the 
state governm ent. 
D uring the past 
five Ascii years the revenue from 
these factories over 
above costs 
of operation has approached approx­ 
im ately 1250,000 a year- w hich has 
been used in part paym ent 
of 
the 
support cf th e institution. 
Cost of M aintenance 
The per capita cost of this prison 
is approxim ately $300 a year. Dur­ 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1919. tho cost was $292.10 per man 
per year, and during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1920, tho coat was 
$299.26, and during the fiscal year 
ending June 30. 1921. it was $31600. 
per man per year, or a per c a p ita , 
cost of 86 cents a day. 
T hese fib- j 
ores include all costs of m anage­ 
m ent, operation, service, care, wel­ 
fare, clothing, subsistence, etc. 
Can’t Compete Commercialiy 
You next ask, In your opinion is it 
feasible to install p la a ta f o r m anu­ 
facturing goods to be sold ta com pel 
tition with California trade? 
lf you, 
mean by th a t question w hether it is | 
feasible to m anufacture articles to be j 
put upon the open m arket to *>e sold 
in com petition w ith goods offered by 
m erchants to private trade and in 
com petition w ith free labor and in­ 
vested capital, my answ ei Is th at I 
do not think it feasible, beyond the 
extent to which we now have it in 
the 
m anufacture 
and sale of our 
grata bags. which was prim arily in­ 
tended and in general results as a 


financial A dvantage to the fan n ers 
of the Ktate. 
In 
addition to the 
m anufacture of bags sold to the far­ 
m ers we also m ake goods for state 
use, and while th is m arket is re­ 
stricted it nevertheless offers us a 
m arket and is a fairly satisfactory 
solution of the prison labor problem 
with as few objections as have ever 
been offered to any plan. 
Favors Earning System 
In answ ering your next question, I 
say with all the em phasis th at I can 
command th at w ith all my h eart I 
favor an earning system for prison- 
era. 
My idea is to train the m en 
and develop the Industries, as rapid­ 
ly as possible, so th at the men will 
be obliged by productive 
labor 
tq 
support them selves, and th ereafter 
to be paid the surplus earnings. 
I 
think it the height of folly to talk 
about paying every prisoner a wage 
of five dollars a day, and to advo- 
cate it is to indulge In Jdlo talk and 
to raise hopes th a t have no possibil­ 
ity of realization. 
' W hat I would 
like to see brought about and th at 
which I ara endeavoring to bring 
about is to bo a self-supporting in sti­ 
tution, and after tim institution is 
self-supporting, the inm ates who are 
supporting them selves to be 
paid 
w hat they earn, w hether it be five 
cents or five dollars a day, to be sent 
by the prisoner to his fam ily if he 
has a family, or to be saved by him 
until tho day of his release, when the 
am ount that he has earned and saved 
and has with him may be the deter­ 
m ining factor in bis afte r life. Sup­ 
posing th at we could roach the stage 
w here we are

T h e la te s t inform ation th a t I h ave 
on th e su b je ct is a sta te m e n t m ade 
by th e w arden of th e prison -it S till­ 
w a te r ta Ju n e , 1921, in w hich he said 
th a t th ey w ere paying to p riso n ers 
s t th a t tim e about $8,000 per m onth, 
and ju d g in g from figures given in th e 
previous b ien n ial report, of the p ris­ 
on, I e s tim a te th a t they I ad a pop- 
ulation a t th a t tim e of about 1,000 
in m ates, o r slig h tly less, and if m y 
e s tim a te of th e population is approx, 
im ately co rre c t, th en th ey d istrib u te 
an av e ra g e e a rn in g s of $8.00 p er 
m onth p er p riso n er.

creasing of output until we reach 
the stage w here the revenues will 
pay for the support and thereafter 
pay inm ates for th eir work.

IMPROVING COUNTY PARK 


The board of supervisors of this county is moving 
forward toward the fulfillment of a comprehensive 
plan for the improvement of the county park in the 
Santiago canyon. 
None realizes more than a mem­ 
ber of the board the fact that this park has become a 
great gathering place not only for residents of this 
county but also for residents of a number of cities in 
other counties. 
Hie age-old oaks that form a canopy over several 
acres of land in the park are marvels of beauty and 
attractiveness. 
The canyon and the hills about the 
park are a setting of pure gold, if one must measure 
such things by anything so material as gold. 
The opening of new roads, the tree surgery that 
aims to preserve the trees, the cutting away of under­ 
brush, the putting in of an adequate water system - 
these are accomplishments in the park up to the pres­ 
ent time or for the coming year. 
The opening up of more ground for picnicking 
and a re-arrangement of the pavilion and custodian s 
cottage will be worked out year by year. The scheme 
of development itself will no doubt be developed to 
meet conditions year by year. 
Good judgment is being used in the enterprise. 
The desire of those in charge is to make the park 
more useful to the public, but in doing so to preserve 
its natural beauty, for it is the natural, native beauty 
of the place that makes it what it is. 
It is no place 
for acacias and blue gums. 
The park’s value rests 
upon the presence of oaks and sycamores more than 


a n y th in g else, and doubtless, planting for the future, 
oaks and sycamores will be given the preference in 
the general scheme of the park. 
Artificiality is to be 
avoided. 
Two weeks ago instructions were given for pre­ 
paring plans and specifications for paving the county 
park road from the foot of the El Modena grade to 
the county park. 
When that paving is done, the 
most trying incident in relation to a visit to the park 
will have been obviated. 
The decision of the board 
to proceed with paving is an indication of its ap­ 
preciation of the public’s view of what the park is—- 
a public playgrounds.

Spoken English as well as written is to be empha­ 
sized at Smith College hereafter. It has long been com­ 
plained against English instruction, both in colleges 
and in the secondary schools, that it trains pupils to 
a certain facility in writing paragraphs of descrip­ 
tion or narration in the English classroom, but leaves 
them strangely helpless as to the correct use of the 
language for practical purposes. 
English composi­ 
tion always seemed to be a thing by itself, not par­ 
ticularly interesting and with no apparent relation to 
any other subject or act of life. 
Freshmen entering Smith are to be tested in pro­ 
nunciation and speaking. 
Any who do not pass the 
examination will be required to take a course in cor­ 
rect spoken English. 
It is an excellent start toward 
a good end. 
It ought to be copied in other colleges 
and, in some sensibly adapted form, in high schools 
as well. 
The “better English weeks” which have been cele­ 
brated in recent years in this country helped to focus 
attention on the need for forming better habits of 
speech. 
Without continued effort, however, these 
habits will never be acquired very generally.

NEW PROJECTION MAP 


A new kind of world map is gaining popularity in 
western sections of the United States. 
It is called an 
“American projection map." 
It differs from other 
maps by not having the Atlantic Ocean in the middle,' 
with America to the west and Europe to the east ! 
This map has, for its eastern limit, the uninteresting 
middle cf the Atlantic, with everything else to the 
west of that line. 
There is no east. 
To reach Europe, the map- 
tounst must go west, through the American continent, 
the Pacific Ocean and Asia. 
Europe by that route becomes rather far away, 
and that is no doubt the aim of the map-makers. 
They emphasize the historic tendency westward, and 
seek to take advantage of it. 
“By centering the world on the Pacific Ocean,” 
explained a speaker in introducing the map to the 
Gyro Club at Denver the other day, “we will be able 
to attract a large amount of notice, and bring tourist 
traffic and other business from the East to the 
West. 
A la.ge number of Pacific Islands, cities and 
countries have adopted this as their official map, 
and we are campaigning for its adoption in the 
United States. 
"Better fifty years of Europe than a cycle of 
Cathay,” sang Tennyson, but that was more than 
half a century ago. 
Cathay is looking up. and as the 
Washington arms conference indicates, many things 
besides maps are “centering on the Pacific.”

LABOR BOARD S AUTHORITY

Whether the railroad strike develops or blows ov­ 
er, th« situation has brought out one fundamental 
fact, which the administration at Washington is prop­ 
erly emphasizing. 
It is that the authority of the 
Railroad Labor Board must be respected. 
In all of the jockeying and skirmishing of recent 
weeks, the Labor Board has been flouted by both 
employers and employes. 
The Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road defied it in the matter of discharging union work­ 
man. 
The men defied it individually in voting to re­ 
fuse the 12 per cent wage cut ordered by the board. 
end the labor leaders have defied it officially in pre­ 
paring to put the strike into effect. 
The strike, if 
catted, would be a blow not against the railroads, but 
against die Labor Board ruling. anJ therefore against 
the government. 
Such action would be indefensible. 
A state of 
mind which permits either side to ignore the Labor 
Board i ruling is intolerable. 
That body must have 
its authority upheld, or be abolished. 
There can be 
no half-way policy.

It is always interesting for the layman to read of 
the deliberations and findings of school teachers if 
only to learn how far pedagogy has moved aking 
since he went to school. 
He may find with chagrin 
and anguish of spirit through night sessions with 
Young Hopeful that "the teacher doesn't work the 
example that way,” but it is by listening through the 
newspaper to institute speakers that the back num­ 
ber layman ma> find out why. 
Over in Sacramento northern California teachers 
were discussing readin', writin’ and ’rithmetic this 
week and one of the learned ladies struck a blow at 
one of our former cherished institutions by saying 
that oral reading was the bunk—or words to that 
effect. 
It was a waste of the child's time, the lady 
maintained, because in silent reading the student 
could cover more ground, learn more stories, get 
more ideas and it is silent reading, she declared, 
which most of us use through life. 
How does that strike an old-timer who was drilled 
on pronunciation, vowel sounds, diphthongs, rising 
and falling inflection, emphasis, modulation and vari­ 
ous other forgotten things and who told the world 
on Friday afternoons to “speak the speech. I pray 
you, as I pronounced it to you, trippingly on the 
tongue,” etc.? 
This silent reading sounds all right 
for higher grade youngsters who are assumed to 
have learned to speak the F.nglish language correctly 
and to pronounce words at sight and know their 
meaning, but how does the teacher know what the 
little people are making of this silent reading? 
Grown ups reading silently find they can and fre­ 
quently do skip sentences, dodge pronouncing hard 
words they do rot understand, so becoming very su­ 
perficial readers. 
It is not reasonable to expect a 
child to do better. 
Ideas imbibed are. of course, the main thing in 
reading, but the expression of a thought clearly and 
distinctly in words properly pronounced and carrying 
the meaning seems equally important. 
Perhaps 
these things can be taught without formal oral read­ 
ing. hut the youngster of today is not credited with 
superior clarity of expression nor with much power 
of concentration. 
It has been brought out by the library story hour 
that one of the best things it does is to get the atten­ 
tion of restless children, to focus their thought, teach 
them to concentrate. 
It sounds to a layman as if 
being obliged to listen while others in the class read 
is one of the advantages of oral reading not to be 1 
under-estimated, particularly where such a large j 
number of public school children are of foreign par-< 
entage and need every opportunity to hear as well as 
see English. 
But we want it distinctly understood that ‘‘Teach­ 
er’* is not being contradicted, only there is Buch a! 
thing as wanting to get back for being told so many | 
times in a life time "that isn’t the way the teacher! 
does i t ’*
